SCHOOL REPORT. 


To THE CITIZENS OF MEREDITH :— 


The time has again arrived when it becomes my duty to re- 
port upon the condition of the schools. There is much by 
way of criticism and suggestion which might be said, and _ yet, 
as but very little is actually required, and feeling that per- 
sonal effort with certain individuals, and in certain districts, 
would be much more fruitful in results, I prefer so to labor; 
and have so labored, and shall therefore make my report as 
brief as possible. | 

The schools under my supervision have been fairly success- 
ful, and productive of good results. The teachers employed 
have been those of known reputation and experience, except- 


ing in District No. 7, and this being a union with Laconia I 


will simply give the report of their Superintendent, as I fully 
coincide. 

The school in this District was under the instruction of Miss 
Blaisdell for the summer-and made fair improvement. This 
school for the summer months is small. The gevernment was 
mild and gentle. The teacher won the love of her scholars and 


labored hard for the welfare of the school. For the winter 


Miss Traftorn had the care of the school. At this term the 
larger class of scholars were present, and different discipline 
was required and enforced by Miss Trafton. which at first 
threatened to create some disturbance, mostly from outside in- 


fluence. however. The term ,closed with credit to teacher 


and pupils.

The whole number of scholars reported as attending school 
during the past year is 369. The whole number between 5 
and 15 years of age reported as not attending any school is 33, 
of whom 29 are in the Village District. 


All attending school have attended to reading and _ spelling ; 
to penmanship, 238; arithmetic, 252; geography, 184; gram- 
mar, 1143 history, 24; composition, 12; physiology, 3; book- 
keeping, 10; algebra, 25; geometry, 2; philosophy, 2; botany, 
2. 


We have exchanged arithmetics, putting in Robinson’s, so 


we have uniformity in this branch, and also a superior text- 


book.

FELLOW CiT1zENS OF MEREDITH :— 


In making our report of the schools in this part of the town, 
we turn aside somewhat from the usual course pursued, and 
for various and sufficient reasons, do not make particular men- 
tion of each district. But toall who are interested in having 
our schools kept up to a high standard of excellence, we will, 
when desired, privately give information concerning our several 
teachers. | 


It is with much gratification that we are able to report to 
you so favorably the schools in this part of the town; in fact, 
we do not remember any one year of the nine, which at differ- 
ent times it has been our duty to look after the schools, when 
when we could look: back upon the work of the year, 


Fi 


as a whole, with more satisfaction, than the present. 
They are truly better than last year. The registers also show a 
decided improvement. 


We do not say that every school has been all that we could 
wish, but the most of our teachers have exhibited that energy 
and skill that is almost sure to bring success. This energy 
and skill backed by the sympathy of the parents will give us 
_ good schools. 


We have tried to impress upon the schools the importance of 
reading and spelling, and teachers should use much care in 
this direction. 

If the foundation studies of reading, spelling and writing are 
neglected, the whole fabric will be unsound. The common 
school is ¢he place for these. We are glad to know that our 
real teachers see that merely hearing a recitation is not teach- 
ing. Dr. Young once said ina school report that ‘‘a mere 
repetition of questions and answers may be adapted to a school 
of parrots and admirably fit them for their occupation, but can 
never teach children to ¢#zz& and practically apply what they 
learn,” 


IJlustration and analysis must be used. Calvin Townsend 
says ‘‘the living, earnest teacher of to-day insists on a critical 
analysts of whatever subject he brings into the school-room.” 

Our terms of schools have been longer than last year, on ac- 
count of more money applied to school purposes. We have 
improved in this direction. In the whole old town of Mere- 
dith in 1845, $1,139 85 was paid for schools. In 1856, after 
Laconia was severed, the school money was $1,239 71. This 
last year $1,965 89. Shall we keep this amount good, and 
even increase it? 


We learn that a bequest of $1000 was left by Hon. Geo. G. 


—20— 


Fogg, to the town of Meredith, the income of which is to be 


used for the benefit of the school at the Centre. A good ex- 
ample for natives of other Districts. 


We have placed the large State Map in our schoolrooms ; and 
shall we be content with that? We ought not to stop short of 
having in every school house a globe, a full set of outline maps, 
an unabridged dictionary and even a set of text-books for the 
teachers’ use. 


It seems to us that Districts 16 and 17 should unite, so that 
the children could get almost double the amount of school with 
no additional cost, only some extra travel. 


Five Districts in the eight have had but one term of school. 
The attendance in nearly all has been good. The following is 
the percentage of the number of scholars on the roll of honor, 
omitting fractional parts :—District No. g and 10, 53; No. 11, 
203'No. 12, 23's Now 13, 503 No. 14) 455 Now t5./55) ene 
14; No. 17, 36. The largest for any one term was tbe fall 
term in No. 14, which was 80 per cent. Average percentage 
of the Districts, 37. 


We again digress, and, to fulfil a promise made to the child- 
ren, we give the following, which we have collected from va- 
rious sources: ‘*The fullest and most complete development 
of the common school system has taken place in America” of - 
any country inthe world. But to New England must be ac- 
corded the honor of its origin. Whether it was first establish- 
ed in Massachusetts or Connecticut is an unsettled point. 


The first schools in New England were not common or pub- 
lic schools, but were called free grammar schools, in which 
Latin was taught. Such an one*was established in Boston in 
1636. In 1643 a law was passed in Massachusetts, for every 
township of fifty families to appoint one within its limits to 
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- teach all such children as should resort to him to ‘‘write and 
reade.” 


A similar enactment was made in Connecticut in 1639, but 
six years after its settlement, and ‘‘the Selectmen of every 
town were required to see that all heads of families instructed © 
their children and servants to read the English tongue well.” 


These grammar schools were evidently not available to the 
poorest classes, but a Connecticut law made provision for 
them. A town school was established in Hartford prior to 
1642, but we have no means for ascertaining where the first 
school house was built. These schools were ,then sometimes 
called ‘‘fountains of intelligence.” The first instruction in the 
Colonies was undoubtedly parental, and perhaps pastoral, as 
the minister was ¢#e man of the settlement. Then came the 
grammar and town schools, and from these as a_ beginning, 
through our two and a half centuries, have grown the common 
schools of to-day. Letus glory in them and guard them as 
our highest interests.

REPORT OF TEE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Board have pursued the same general policy as last 
year, in regard to grading and classification of scholars, ac- 
cording to their relative scholarship. The work might have 
been more efficiently done had it not been for the large num- 
ber of pupils in each department, and the frequent arrival of 
new ones from other schools. There is great need of the es-— 
tablishment of a fourth department, to prevent over-crowding. 
The increase of pupils has been in a much greater ratio than 
the increase of taxable property, hence there is pressing need 
of more school funds. 


Written examinations have been required at the close of each 
term, from the advanced scholars in the Intermediate depart- 
ment, and all the in the Higher, the results of which have 
been very satisfactory to the Board, and’ have resulted in raising 
the average of scholarship. We have been greatly aided in 
our efforts by the ready co-operation of faithful teachers. 


The summer term of the Primary department was taught by 
Miss Emma W. Cox, it being her 17th consecutive term. Her 
reputation as an efficient teacher needing no indorsement. Dur- 
ing the summer vacation she resigned, and Miss Julia A. 
Eaton was secured for the fall term, at the close of which she 
-also resigned. She gave promise of being an excellent teach- 
er and her labors were appreciated. 
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During the winter term the school has been under the in- 
struction of Miss Hattie B. Rand of New Hampton. Her 
management and methods have won-the hearty commendation 
of the Board and of a large number of visitors, who attended 
the closing exercises. 


The Intermediate department has been under the instruction 
of Mrs. David Cram. We took occasion last year to speak 
highly of her labors, and have found no reason for modifying 
the opinions then expressed. 


Being obliged to secure the services of a new teacher for the 
Higher department at the beginning of the year, we secured 
the services of Mr, Chas. W. Haley, a graduate of New 
Hampton, and a teacher of some experience. The school has 
prospered under his care, and there has beena marked improve- 
ment in many respects, both in discipline and scholarship. 


We desire to express our thanks to the many friends who 
have visited the schools at examinations and other times during 
the year, and believe that the more interest that is shown in 
that way the better it will be for the schools.
